but a few Months: For he had hardly been 
‘favefted wich the Imperial Purple, before /- 
tellius, being declared Emperor by the Forces 
under his Command, came againithim. The 
two contending Parties met at Bebriacum, a 
Hiile Town in Italy, between Cremona and 
Verena. After a fhort ACion, Othe’s Troops 
were repulfed with fome Lofs; the News of 
which fo affected him, that he could never be 
prevailed upon to rifquc another Battle, though 
he expeéted a confiderable Reinforcement, 
and might probably have vanguilhed his Rival, 
had he ena fecond Trial; inftead of 
which, he faid he would not hazard the Lives 
of fo many good Men for his Honour. Pur- 


fuant to this Ratio he took leave of 
his Friends without the leaft Sign of Dejection, 
and went to Bed —- he flept foundly the 


whole Night; and as as he awoke in the 


Morning, took his Weapon, which he had . 


laid under his Pillow for that Purpofe, and 
itabb'd himfelf. Vitellius thus obtained the Su- 
preme Power ; but t with a very dif- 
terent End: For after a thort Reign of eight 
Months, in which he fhewed many Inftances 
of his tyrannic Difpofstion, he was {cized by a 
Facuon ia the loterch of 7. “/pafian ; whe led 


him about the Streets with a Poniard under his 
Chin, to make him hold up his Head, while 
the Rabble pelted him with ftones and Dirt : 
After which they killed him, and dragged his 
Carcafe with a Huok, till it was thrown into 
the Tider. 

Vefpafian was made Emperor in Pale/ftine ; 
whether he had been fent by Nere againtt the 
Jews, whe were flirred up toa Revolt, by 
the wee | ot an Opinion that prevail- 
ed at that over all the Eaft, namely, 
that the Offspring of Judea fhould obtain the 
Empire of the World. He was defcended 
from an obfcure Family ; which he rater 
vaunted than concealed, thereby fhewinc, 
that he owed his Advancement folely to his 
Merit. In his Reign the City of Feru/alem was 
deftroyed 5 and fevezai important Provinces 
were added to the Kewwen Dominions. He was 
fo ftri a Maintainer of Miltary Dicipline, 
that ke indulged his Officers with no manner 
of Delicacy. It once happened that he had 
granted a Commiffion to a Youth more fa- 
mous for Finery than Fighting : But when the 
young Officer came to thank him for his Fa- 
vour, dreffed like a Beau, and fcented with 
Perfumes, the Emperor /ooking fternly on him, 
faid, with an angry Vo ix, Viet rather you 
bad {melt ef Garlick ; and immediately ordered 
b:s Commiffion to be taken from him, 2nd 
given toa Soldier. He died in the 6gth Year 
of his Age, and was fucceeded by his eldett 
Son Titus, who had been intrufted with th: 
chief Command of the Forces at the Sicge ot 
Jerufalem, where he fignalized his Bravery « 
the Admiration of the whole Army. He was 
fu beloved for his Humanity, that the Roman: - 
called him, Tae Délight of Alenkind ; to ge- 
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‘he had lo# one Day becauie he 






Berous and beneficent, that he told his Friends; 
had dune no 
good Ofice in it. He was prevented from do- 
ing the Good that was expected from him, by 
a premature Death ; which fo affected ali De- 
arees and Orders of his Subjects, that his Lofs 
was mourned like that of a kind Parent; nor 
without Reafon; for he was fucceeded by his 
Brother Domitian, who was of a Nature very 
different from either his Father or Brother, 
efemb!urg Trbertexs in Luft, and Caligula in 
Cruelty At firit he behaved with creat Mo- 
deration, and even Liberality. But tiefe good 
Qualities were foon overpowered, and the 
contrary Vices dethroned his Reafen, and rvi- 
e¢ him with abfolute Conteadl. Neverthelef- 
he was 2 ©ood Soldier and verv fuccefsful. He 
likewile repaired fevera! public Edifices of the 
Civ, wich had been ceflroyed, and added 
many new ones of great Beauty and Magnifi- 
“nce; the Expence of which fo exhaufted his 
‘Teallioy, that he was obliged to have Re- 
as to Rapine and Extortion. He impofed 
eavy Taxes on every Religious Sect, efpeciai- 
iy y ‘Fudaifer’ and extorted great Sums of Moncey 
rom all, who were fufpected to be Jews; 
rough they diffembled their Religion to awoid 
: - Penalty. Suctonius, an excellent Writer, 
atiures Us, he himfclf was prefent, when an old 
“an of ninety Years was fearched for the Sign 
of Circumcifion. After he had fora long time 
made the Empire groar. unger the Preflure of a 
cruel and vicious ] yrenny, he was flabb’d at lait 
with feven Wounds in his own Bed-chaaiber. 
Having given this fhort Account of the firtt 
tweive En perors of Reme, commonly called, 
The twelve Cafers; before we proceed go the 
Lives of the other Emperors betore Commedus, 1 
tm2y not be improper to recapitulate, and 
prefent tae Lagi Reader with a refleRive 
-iew of the Bounds of the Ragan Eire; 
that by being acquanted with the Number, 
Snwation, and Eacents of iks Provinces, toge- 
ther with the Time of their Reduciion, he 
may form clearer und jufter Ideas of the feve- 
tal Occurrences in the enfuing Hiftory. 
The frit Country out of deal ly, that became 
tary to the Raman State, was Ser ini.

Sits inc eed was the fiz * Country that the Re- 
mans called 2 Province: But it was not g0- 
vernes by Remar Moagifivates, confequent'y 
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could not be termed a Province, till the Year 
of the City 545, after fucceffive hls prof- 
perous and aaverfe, carried on in the Ifland for 
almoft Sixty Years. And about twenty one 
Years after, “iclia, a large Country mm she 
very Heart of Greece, together w: th Cegkelenia, 
Zacynthws (now called Zant) and ali the Iflands 
in the lenien Sea, fubmitied to the Reman 
Power. VMacedenia was fubducd by £ milius 
Paulus, and laid under Trioutein the Year of 
Rome 516. After the Demolition uf Carthege, 
ffrica became a Province to Bere inthe Year 
606. Soon after, Cermth, the Metropolis of 
Achaia in the Pelzpennefe, was burnt, asd: all 
that Regi yn br ru ghe wader the Roman Yoke. 
Great Part of Afa the Lefs, 2 Country bound- 
ed by the Euxine and Adediterrancan Seas, 
with the rye Ifands, was conquered by 
Peperna, i his Succeffor, about fix hundred 
twenty four Vents from the building the City ; 
but Galatia bad been fuddued bs Fuse Alea- 
‘ius fixty Years hetore: The Ciciiam= were 
firtt conquered in the Year 675. And fous

Which cruel Procedure caufed Ptz/any, the 
thea King of the Cyprians, to paiten himii! ; 
and foon atter C12 wes fent to the Hland, and 
returned to Rome with a2 numerous Fleet of 
(salle evs laden wit h ali the Wealth of the C ye 
priens, who from theoce. were numbered »- 
mong the Roman Provincials. All thefe Fx- 
plous were finifhed about fix hundred znd 
ninety Years < tter the building - of the Ciry. 
Ancient Gaul, comp modern France, 
the Spanyh Nether landlty Switzerland, Sazey, 
and sil the Countries Between the Rhine and 
the Bay of Bife: 2. were feduced by Futie: Ce- 
ar. T he South Eaftern Part of Gaul had in- 


‘deed been made a Roman Province abour K- 


venty three Years before by Dom:tias “xe- 
éoriusand Fabies Mawtmus ; but the 2 -duc- 
tion of the Whole was finithed by Crfar z>0ut 
the Ye r of the City 7pg. And the the ficit 
Conqueit of Numidia was the Wark of ile 
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tellus, completed in the Year 646, yet the 
forming it into a Province was likc wile referv- 
ed by Fortune to fwell the Glories of the Gme 
Ca/ar. Spaiz, Ezypt, Lirium (a Country 
Noh of the Adriatic Sea, or Gulph of Ve- 
nice, the principal Part cf which now goes by 
the Names of Scdaveriz) and Part of Pannenia, 
(now Hungary) were the Acquefts of Augu/- 
tus Ca/ar. But the Remainder of Pannznia, 
and all Coppedecia, were fubjugated and be- 
came Provinces under Tiderias his Succe flor. 
Claudius made the chief Congueft of Our Ii- 
land, great Part of which, together with the 
{Mes of igbt and Orémey, was in his Reign 
added tothe Reman Dominions. The Cottian 
Alps, between Daupbine and Piedmont, was 
the Acquifition of Nerz : Nor was the King- 
dom of Pextas reduced into the Form of a 
Province before his Time. Lycia, Rhodes, 
Byzantiur: (now Conflantineple) and great Part 
of Thrace, became Provinces under Ve/pa/ian 
the Elder. Aji thefe once flourithing Coun- 
tries the greateft Part of the then known 
World, reaching from the River Euphrates 
quite to the Weltern Ocean, and extending 
from the Danube and Rhine, together with 

eat Part of Britain, to Egypt, and Africa as 


far as the goth Degree of Southern Latitude, 
“were now under Subjedtion, and paid Tribute 
6 the viftorious Reman: ; who, at the Time 


of their Expulfion of Tarquin the Proud, their 
Ia King, had not firetched their Conquefts 
above fifteen Miles from the Cicy. Nor was 
their. Empire always confined within thefe 
Bounds; but other Acquifitions foon followed, 
which will be related in the Lives of the fub-

ET us Jook back to our Subject, 
L and (ec whtah Application we are to make 
of this Inftance. 

This Prophecy was to the firft Parents but 
very obfcure ; it was im the Phrafeof St. Peter, 
but a Light funing im’ a dost Place; ail that 
they could certainly conclude from it was, that 
their Cafe was not defperate 5 that fome Reme 
dy, that tume Deliverance from the Evil they 


. * 
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were under, would in Time appear ; bur 
when, or where, or by what Mear:, they 
could mot underfiand: Their own Sentence, 
which returned them back again to the Du lt o: 
the Earth, made it difficult to apprehend what 
this Victory over the Serpent fhould fignify, 
or how they, who were fhortly to be Duit 
and Afhes, ihould be the better forit. But 
after all that can be urged upon this Head to 
fet out the Oofcurity of this Promife, I would 
ask one Quettion: Was not this Promife or 
Prophecy, tho’ furrounded with al! this Ob- 
fcurity, a Foundation for Religion, and Truitt 
and Confidence towards God after the Fall, in 
Hopes of Deliverance fromthe Evits introduc 

ed by Difobedience i If it was, it fully anfwer- 
ed the Neceffity of their Cafe, to whom it was 
given, and manifefted to them al! that God 
intended to make manifeit. They could have 
had towards God no Religion, without fore 
Hopes of Mercy : It was neceflary therefore to 
convey fuch Hopes ; but to tell them how thefc 
Hopes fhould be accomplifhed, at what Time 
and Manner precifely, was not necellary to 
their Religion. And what is now to be ob- 
jected againft this Prophecy ? It is very ob{cure 
you fay; fo it is ; but ‘tis obfcure in the Points, 
which God did not intend to explain at that 
Time, and which were not neceflary then to 
beknown. You fee a plain Reafon for giving 
this Prophecy, and as far as the Reafon for 
giving the Prophecy extends, fo far the Pro- 
phecy is very plain : "Tis ob{cure only where 
there is no Reafon why it fhould be plain ; 
which furcly is a Fault eafily to be. forgiven, 
and very far from being a proper Subject for 
Complaint. 

But if this Prophecy conveyed to our firft 
Parents only a general Hope and Expectatiou: 
of Pardon and Reftoration, and was intended 
by God to convey no more to them, how 
came we their Pofterity to find fo much more 
in this Promite than we fuppcfe them to find ; 
How is it that we pretend to difcover Chri: 
in this Prophecy, to fee init the Myftry ot 
bis Birth, his Sufferings, and bis final Vriumph 
over all the Powers of Darknefs? By what 
new Light do we difcern all thefe Secrets > 
By what Art do we unfold them ? 

“Tis no Wonder to me, that fuch as come 
to the Examination of the Prophecies applied 
to Cérift, expe@inz to find im each of them 
fome exprefs Characler and Mark of Cbri/?, 
plainly to be undefitcod .s fuch antecedently 
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to his Coming, fhould ask thefe, or any other 
the like Queftions; or that the Argument 
from ancient Prophecy fhould appear fo light 
and trival tv thofe who know no better Ufe 
of it. 

Known unto God are ail his Works from the 
Beginning ; and whatever Degree of Light he 
thought fit to communicate to our firit Pa- 
rents, or to’ their Children in After-times, 
there is mo dowdt but that He had a periect 
Knowledge at all Times of all the Methods by 
which he intended to refeue and reittore Man- 
kind; and therefore all the Notices given by 
him to Mankind of his intended Salvation, 
nuit correfpond to the great Event, whenever 
the Fulinefs of Time thal! make i: man:feft. 
No Reafon can be given why Ged fhould at 
Times, or at any Lime clearly open the Se- 
crets of his Providence to Men; it depends 
merely pon his good Pleafure to do it in what 
Time and in what Manner he thinks proper.

therefore to complain of the antuent Prophecies 
for being obicure; for it is challenging God 


for not telling us more of his Secrets. But if 
we pretend that God has at length manifetted 
to us by the Revelation of the Gofpel the Me- 
thod of his Salvation, it is neceffary for us to 
fhew that all the Notices of this Salvation gi- 
vento the old World do correfpond to the 
Things which we have heard, and feen with 
our Eyés. The Argument from Prophecy 
therefore is not to be formed in this Manner : 
All the antient Prophecies have exprefly pointed 
ext and characterized Chrift Jefus. But tt mutt 
be formed in this Manner: All the Notices 
tubich Ged gave ta tie Fathers of bis intended 
Salvatisn, are perfeths anfwered by the Coming 
ef Chrift. He never pramifed or engaged his

made good by fending his Son to og: Redemp- 
tion. Let us try thefe Methods upon tne Pro- 
phecy before us. If you demand that we

Prophecy, in the olvius and moft natural 
Meaning of it, in that Senfe in which our firft

We readily 
allow that the Expaeflions do not imply necefe 
farily this Senfe: Weallow farther, that there 
is no Appearance that our firft Parents undege 
ftood them in this Senfe, or that God intend- 
ed they fhould fo underftand them: Bat fince 
this Prophecy has been plainly fulfilled m 
Cor:?, and by the Event appropriated to him 
only; 1 would fain know hew it comes to be 
conceived to be fo ridiculous a thingam as, to 
ee that God to whom the whole Event 
was known from the inging, fhouicd 
make choice of fuch Eeerefieat a8 naturally 
conveyed fo much Knowlege ashe intended to 
convey to our firft Parents, amd yet fhouid 
appear in the Fullnefs of Time to have been pe- 
culiarly adapted to the Event, which he from 
the Beginning faw, and which he intended the 
World fhould one Day fee; and which when 
they fhould fee, they might the more cafily 
acknowlege to be che Work of his Hand, by 
the fecret Evidence which he had inclofed from 
the Days of old in the Words of Prophecy.

Yoa need not be afraid 
of fowing too early, for im thefe Peuthern climes 
two crops have in one year been made from good 
round. —. 

The time of harveft, or when the hemp is fit to 
be plucked ap, will be eafily known by the great 
change of colour from to ¥ The co- 
leur of the male changing firft ; fome have plucked 
that up before the which they bave ler 
ftand to ripen; but that method very trou- 
blefome, either where ph foe raifed, oz 
where labouring hands are aed which may at 
any rate be employed to ‘advantage ; there- 
fore let che whole ripen > then pluck 
all up by the roots ; thea ~ftalks upon or 
againtt a fenee, with che where they 
mot lay from 14 to 21 days, according to the 
weather. Afterwards tie them ep in buncies, and 

of mellow water aboat an inch 
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bretk free, and then take out the hemp, untie the 
bandies and fpread them on the grovad to dry. 
Afterwards bind them ap in handtuls ag-ia and 
rear them up oppofite to each other on their roots, 
as you do com fbeaves in the field, and let them 
dry throughly in order to make the talks brittle 
and fic for the brake as follows.
